THE WAR SPIRIT.

certain the justice'or injustice of Eng- 
land's claim and

accordingly.

the interested parries will not be heard in 
the investigation although she may be 
able to show a clear title to territory 
claimed by Venezuela. England will not 
recognize the United States as a party to 
the controversy until st.e is compelled to 
do so by official interference on the part 
of our government. 


After all it must be admitted that 


Grover Cleveland is a patriotic president. 
His action in quelling lawlessness during 
the Chicago strike, his action in sending 
home Sackville "West and his special mes- 
sage in favor of the Monroe doctrine have 
led the people to look upon him not as a 
'jingoist, but as a man who is determined 
to defend the honor and the 'greatness of 
the nation. 


Should the Venezuelan .trouble result in 


•war between England and the United 
States, it would be opened by England's 
attempt to compel Venezuela to pay an 
indemnity or to yield certain territory. 
The United States would then interpose 
to defend the southern republic. 
The 


seat of war might then be extended to 
Canada for, if this country were at war i 
-with England she conld do nothing more I 
effective than to attack Canada. Bug-1 
land would strike the 
United States i 


wherever she could and the United States | 
in return would probably attack Canada. 
Montreal, Ottawa, Quebec and Toronto 
•would be captured and from these strong- 
holds America could extend her sway over 
the entire of British Xorth America de- 
spite the utmost efforts of England. 
If 


the United States should permit an. army 
to go to Ireland there would be Irish vo- 
lunteers enough to assist that people -in 
securing their independence. But all this 
is mere speculation on the possibilities 
which are not likely to occur.

PHILADELPHIA, Deo. 19.—Yesterday's 


strike eventa were a continuation of-thoso 
of Tuesday uight, for neither the strike 
leaders, the Traction officials, 'nor the 
mayor and tho other heads of departments 
sought their homes during the '.night. 
Active work was resumed as early as 3 
a, m., when a strikers' committee Trent to 
tho "Pennsylvania station and intercepted 
a delegation of railway vrorkeri from Bal- 
timore. 
—^. 


. "When daybreak came tha 
city, iras 


wrapped in an ominous calm, which con- 
tinued throughout the day, barring a few 
minor outbreaks. This was due to tha 
new and stringent police regulations. 
Enough special men had been slyorn in to 
raise the number to 2000, and every one of 
theso was on duty. Along Market street 
two mounted policeman ware stationed at 
each corner throughout the day, and in 
addition to three or four men on foot. At 
every principal point in the city detach- 
ments of armed police v/ere concentrated, 
and scattered along all the more frequent 
thoroughfares were bluoooats in plenty. 


It was apparent time the men realized 


the changed condition of affairs, and ther« 
was practically no attempt to resume riot- 
ing, except one or two instances in tha 
outlying sections. 
Following an order 


from Director Beitler, any gathering con- 
sisting of more than five persons was in- 
stantly dispersed. Several peaceable bi^ 
curious citizens resented this and werT 
promptly arrested. 


Passengers Were Scare*. 


Throughout the day spasmodic attempt! 


to keep several of the lines in motion were 
made, but in every instance tho crawling 
car bore more policemen than passengers. 
This attracted from the crowd more deris- 
ion than violence. On the Market street 
lino the cars were running fitfully, each 
with an aggregate of four policeman on 
front and rear platforms, and surrounded 
by a cordon of mounted officers. These 
formidable processions were invariably 
greeted with hoots and cries o£ ridicule. 


The Eighth street line was tho only 


other branch which attempted to run cars 
with anything approaching regularity. 
These were guarded by four policemen 
each, and were patronized to a slight ex- 
tent by the public. The Tenth street line 
ran cars at intervale and carried a few 
passengers. There were no attempts to 
molest pars on any of these lines. 


The earliest report of trouble came from 


the Bidge Avenue depot. At 10:!!(3 a. m., 
a car, with its quartet of policemen, was 
started out, and crawled safely through a 
howling mob of several thousand strikers 
and sympathizers. 


A short distance away, hovrever, an ob- 


stacle was encountered in the shape of a 
heap of debris plied on the tracks to tha 
height of a car. A mob surrounded the 
car, and was only restrained from violence 
by the sight of gleaming revolvers in the 
hands of police. When the debris had 
been cleared away, the car moved on, but 
had not proceeded more than a few feet 
when there was a fusllade of sticks and 
stones. 


Two attempts to stop cars ware made 


in the mill district, but the police, with 
the aid of their clubs, drove .off tha mobs. 
At one point in the extreme northeastern 
section, old boilers, railroad ties and bowl- 
ders were placed on the track, but here, too, 
police prevented serious trouble. On the 
Fifth and Sixth street lines an attempt 
'was made by a gang of boys to pull ous 
the switches. 


Mob Tackled Mail Car. 


At noon a mall oar was started from tho 


Ridge avenue depot with a new motor- 
man, a new conductor and full comple- 
ment of clerks. 
The depot was sur- 


rounded by a mob of 2000 or 8000 persons, 
but they allowed the car to get about a 
block away. Then an assault was made 
npon the car, and a -woman dragged tho 
motorman from the platform. The out- 
break was quelled by the arrival of a cac 
loaded with policemen. 
This was at- 


tached to the rear of the mail car, and 
Uncle Sam'e vehicle was pushed around 
the route.. 


A Fifth and Sixth street car was at- 


tacked down town by a crowd of suoh 
magnitude that the police were tempo- 
rarily overwhelmed. A number of tha 
rioters hoarded the front platform and 
rained blo«r after blow on the motorman, 
who was only saved from further dangp.s 
by the arrival of an additional detach- 
mont of police. 


Attempted barricades were made al 


various points along the lines during ths 
day, but later in the afternoon the cars 
ceased running, and this sort of trouble 
ended. 


What threatened to to a serious affray 


occurred at Twelfth, and Market streets 
yesterday afternoon. 
An immense crowd 


was congregated there, which the police 
attempted to disperse. 
Several men tried 


to incite tho mob to violence, . and an 
effort was made to arrest one 'of theso 
leaders. 


Instantly the larger portion of the crowd 


became unruly and made an unorganizV.1 
charge on the police. The aspect of affairs 
grew so threatening that several of tho 
mounted 'officers were compelled' to fire 
Bovorar shots into the air. This put an 
end to the uprising, hue it led to many 
sensational reports of strikers being shofi 
down. 


The most important development of the 


afternoon was the issuance by United 
States Marshal Ooleborry of this- notice: 
"Information having been given to me by 
Postmaster Carr and the United States 
district attorney that the trolley mails are 
obstructed, application can be made to me 
Thursday, ,Deo. 19, for appointment as 
special 
deputy marshals. 
Only able- 


bodied, discreet, well-rocqmmended men 
need apply."

This belief is based upon the expectation 
tliitt Great Britain, as Lord Salisbury has 
indicated in his last note, will re-establish 
diplomatic relations with Venezuela. 


As the revolution iu thut country h:ts 


benn quelled, nud the internal peace Lord 
Salisbury demanded as a resumption ot 
Venezuelan negotiations are restored, he 
will treat tho subject, it is beliuved, and 
as he promises in IL'IS note, in u more com- 
pliant spirit than the British government 
has exhibited heretofore iu the negotia- 
tions, and thus speedily reach an arrange- 
ment satisfactory to Great Britain aud 
Veutizuela, and so, tt-i a natural result, by 
acceptable to the United States. In this 
wuy Great Britain wuuldavoid any conces- 
aiou of tho right of a third party to Inter- 
pose, and likewise escape the admission of 
the acceptability or applicability of tho 
Monroe doctrine. 


There probably will bo ample time for 


Great Britain to carry out this program 
during the long interval that must elapsu 
between the authorization and appoint- 
ment of our boundary commission and 
the presentation of its report. It is en- 
tirely probable that Great Britain will ab- 
stain from presenting any evidence in 
support of her title to the commission, 
for by so doing she would admit our rigr.c 
to interpose, which is the vital point in 
tho controversy, so that thu commission's 
report is likely to fall subject to the samu 
criticism thut Lord Salisbury applied to 
Secretary Oluey's 
statement, namely, 


that it is ex parte and based entirely on 
thu Venezuelan records. 


Venezuelans Mu.Ht Go Slow. 


One source o£ present danger which 


gives so:p.o apprehension to the element 
that looks for a peaceful solution of the 
problem lies with the Venezuelans them- 
selves, as it is feared that, carried away by 
the enthusiasm of Presideut Cleveland's 
message, and Secretary Olney's noto of 
July last, they may be led to attack the 
British outposts on thf k'urunu withouo 
awaiting the findings of tho United Slates 
commissioners as to tho real boundary 
line, or may reject reasonable British 
overtures for a peaceable settlement of tho 
boundary dispute. 


Lord Salisbury's responses to Secretary 


Olney's arguments are uo$ regarded iu 
official circles la Washington as being 
weighty or logically strong. The parallel 
he seeks to draw between the Alaskan 
boundary question and the Venezuelan 
boundary controversy utterly fails, it is 
said, when viewed in the light of tiie defi- 
nition of tho Alaskan boundary given in 
the Kussiau treaty of cession. 


As for his objection to the injection of 


the Monroe doctrine into international 
law, and the making oC new international 
law by the United States, it is recalled 
that international law, as Speaker Keed 
once remarked of parliamentary law, "is 
not au exact science;" that it is mado and 
amended from time to time by nations 
able to support their views, and that the 
XTuited States has as sound a right to np- 
plj* this doctrine to American affairs as 
had some of the European powers by com- 
bination to regulate affairs in Europe aud 
force their vie-vs upon Oriental nations. 


It is improbable that Secretary Olucv 


•will make a further response to Lord 
Salisbury's notes at this time, beyond a 
mere formal acknowledgment of their 
receipt, and the president probably will 
await tho action of congress upou his sug- 
gestion looking to a commission before 
proceeding further witli tho negotiations.
